Biographical  Information 

of 

ERWIN  C.  GERBER 

1894-1978 


Erwin  C.  Gerber  was  an  outstanding  athlete  during  his  student  days  at  Wayland  Academy  in 
Beaver  Dam,  Wisconsin  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  At  Wisconsin  University  he 
earned  All-American  honors  in  swimming,  in  addition  to  his  undergraduate  degree  in 
American  History.  From  1929-1931 ,  he  served  on  the  faculty  at  Wayland  inthe  capacity  of 
athletic  coach  and  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Cum  Laude  Society  in  1930. 

He  was  also  an  officer  of  the  Great  Books  Group  of  Milwaukee  and  an  active  member  of  that 
organization  for  more  than  30  years. 

Erwin  “Gerb'’  Gerber  was  athletic  director  at  West  Division  High  School  in  Milwaukee 
until  his  retirement. 

An  avid  coin  collector  all  his  life,  Gerber  served  as  President  of  the  Central  States 
Numismatic  Society  and  was  a  life  member  of  that  group,  as  well  as  the  American 
Numismatic  Association. 

Mr.  Gerber  died  at  the  age  of  83  years  on  June  3,  1978  in  Milwaukee.  He  is  survived  by  two 
brothers  and  one  sister.
